In the quiet atmosphere of my studio I 
lad pondered these great questions long. 
Ihad asked myself how, and in what way, I 
could contribute my mite to commemorate 
and perpetuate the struggle and the glory 
ofthe dawning epoch! In my thought, the 
climax was reached, when, in that unosten- 
tatious official chamber of the Executive 
Mansion, the heads of the nation were 
gathered for the first time to listen to the 
imnunciation of the EMANCIPATION policy! 
Though invested with no dramatic incidents 
or accessories, surely, [ said to myself, Art 
tan have no worthier theme for illustration 
thonihic The naint--- -f oft delighted in 
nythological representations of the birth, 
from the ocean, of Venus, the Goddess of 
love. Here and to-day on this western 
continent was witnessed, not a dream of fa- 
ble, but as a momentous fact, The Birth of 
liserty! Through the great travail of 
ihe nation came deliverance by the hand 
of ABRAHAM LINCOLN for four millions of 
slaves ! 

Filled with enthusiasm at the sublime 
spectacle, I determined, although my stud- 
its had not been in the line of historic 
wt, to attempt to place the inception of 
this great act upon my canvas. I con- 
ceived of that band of men on whom the 
tyes of the world centered, as never before 
upon ministers of state, gathered in that 
“upper chamber,” depressed, perhaps dis- 
heartened, at the vain efforts of many 
mon'hs to restore the supremacy of the 
government. Isaw, in thought, the people’s 
choren chief, and God’s instrument, all un- 
tonscious though he might be of this last 
reat fact, bowed down with the weight of 
the nation’s agony and his own respon- 
fibilities, solemnly announcing, as he un- 
folded the prepared: draft of the Proclama- 
tin, that the'time had come for the inau- 
turation of this policy. I endeavored to 
imagine the effect of this intelligence ypon 
the cabinet-officers assembled, from what 
was known of their various characteristics. 
Atlength my thought began to take shape 
and form upon paper and canvas. 

On the afternoon of Friday, February 
dih, 1264, I rang the bell of Mr. Lovejoy’s 
boarding-house on 15th street, Washington. 
Re was then very ill, though his friends 
did not apprehend that he was so near the 
Close of his noble and faithful career. It 
18a ead satisfaction to me now to remember 
that one of the last acts of this good man’s 
life was the writing, while sitting up in his 
bed, of the note introducing me to Mr. 
Lincoln. My first interview with the Presi- 
dent tgok place the next day, at the cus- 
tomary Saturday afternoon public recep- 
tion. Never shall I forget the thrill which 
Went through my whole being as I first 
Caught sight of that tall, gaunt form 
through a distant door, bowed down, it 
seemed to me, even then, with the weight 
of the nation he carried upon his heart, as 
@mother carries her suffering child, and 
thought of the place he held in the affec-

“T did understand, however, that very oath 
to preserve the Constitution to the best of 
my ability imposed upon me the duty of 
preserving, by every indispensable means, 
that government— that nation of which that 
Constitution was the organic law. Was if 
possible to lose the nation and yet preserve 
| the Constitution? By general law, life and 
| limb must be protected; yet often a limb 
| must be amputated to save a life ; but a life 
| is never wisely given to save a limb. 4 felt 

that measures, otherwise unconstitutional, 
might become lawful by becoming indis- 
pensable to the preservation of the Consti- 
tution through the preservation of the na- 
tion. Right or wrong, I assumed this 
ground, and now avow it. I could not feel 
that, to the best of my ability, I had even 
tried to preserve the Constitution if to pre- 
serve slavery, or any minor matter, [ should 
| permit the wreck of government, country, 
| and Constitution altogether. When, early 








| in the war, General Fremont attempted 
military emancipation, I forbade it, because 

I did not then think it an indispensable ne- 
| cessity. When, a little later, General Cam- 
| eron, then Secretary of War, suggested the 
| arming of the blacks, I objected, because I 
did not yet think it an indispensable neces- 
sity. When, still later, General Hunter at- 
tempted military emancipation, I again for- 
bade it, because I{did not yet think the in- 
dispensable necessity had come.. When, in 
March, and May, and July, 1862, I made 
earnest and successive appeals to the bor- 
der states to favor compensated emancipa- 
tion, 1 believed the indispensable necessity 
for military emancipation and armiag the 
blacks would come, unless averted by that 
measure. They declined the proposition, 
and I was, in my best judgment, driven to 
the alternative of either surrendering the 
Union, avd” with Constitution, cr of 
laying strong hand upon the colored ele- 
ment. I chose the latter !” 





Going over this same ground on an occa- 
sion I well remember, Mr. Lincoln said: 
“The paramount idea of the Constitu- 
tion is the preservation of the Union. It 
may not be specified in so many words, but 
of this there can be no question ; for with- 
out the Unign the Constitution would be 
worthless. The Union made the Constita- 
tion, not the Constitution the Union! « It 
seems clear that, if the emergency should 
arise that slavery, or any other institution, 
steod in the way of the maintenance of the 
Union, and the alternative was presented 
to the Executive of the destruction of one 
or the other, he could not hesitate between 
thetwo. “I can now” he continued, “most 
solemnly assert that I did all in my judg- 
ment that could be done to restore the 
Uni-n without interfering with the institu- 
tion of slavery. We failed, and tlie blow 
at slavery was struck !” 

T now take up the history of the Procla- 
mation itself, as Mr. Lincoln gave it to 
me, on the occasion of our first interview, 
as written down by myself soon after- 
ward : 

“It had got to be,” said he, “mid-sum- 
mer, 1862. Things had gone on from bad 
to worse, until I felt that we had reached the 
end of our rope on the plan of operations 
we had been pursuing ; that we had about 
played our last card, and must change our 
tactics, or lcose the game! I now deter- 
mined upon the adoption of the emancipa- 
tion policy; and, without consultation 





prepared the original draft of the Proclama- 
tion, and, after much anxious thought, 
called a Cabinet meeting upon the 
subject. This was the last of July, 
or the first part of the month of August, 
1862.” (The exact date he did not remem- 
ber.) “This Cabinet meeting took place, 
I think, upon a Saturday. All were pres- 
ent, excepting Mr. Blair, the Postmaster- 
General, who was absent at the opening of 
the discussion, but came in subsequently. 
Isaid to the Cabinet that I had resolved 
upon this step, and had not called them 
together to ask their advice, but to 
lay the subject matter of a  procla- 
mation before them; suggestions as to 
which would be in order, after they had 
heard it read. Mr. Lovejoy” said he, “ was 
in error when he informed you that it ex- 
cited no comment, excepting on the part of 
Seeretary Seward. Various suggestions 
were offered. Secretary Chase wished thelan- 
/ guage stronger in reference to the arming of 
the blacks. Mr. Blair, after he came in, dep- 
recated the policy, on the ground that it 
would cost the Administration the fall elec- 
tions. Nothing, however, was offered that I 
had not already fully anticipated and settled 
in my own mind, until Secretary Seward 
spoke. Said he: “Mr. President, I approve 
of the proclamation, but I question the ex- 
pediency of its issue at this juncture. The 
depression of the public mind,’ consequent 
upon our repeated reverses, is so great that 
I fear the effect of so important a step. It 
may be viewed as the last measure of an 
exhausted Government—a cry for help; 
the Government stretching forth its 
hands to Ethiopia, instead of Ethiopia 
stretching forth her hands to the Govern- 
ment.” “His idea,” said the President, 
“ was that it would be considered our ‘last 
shriek, on the retreat.”. (This was his pre- 
cise expression.) “Now,” continued Mr 
Seward, “while I approve the measure, I 
suggest, sir, that you postpone its issue, un- 








with, or the knowledge of, the Cabinet, I 


til you can give it to the country supported 
by military success, instead of issuing it, as 
would be the case now, upon the greatest 
disasters of the war!” Said Mr. Lincoln : 
“The wisdom of the view of the Secretary 
of State struck me with very great force. 
It was an aspect of the case that, in all my 
thought upon the subject, I had entirely 
overlooked. The result was that I put 
the draft of the Proclamation aside, as you 
do your sketch for a picture, waiting for a 
victory. From time to time I added or 
changed a line,touching it up here and 
there, waiting the progress of events. 
Well, the next news we had was of 
Pope’s disaster, at Bull Hun. Things 
looked darker than ever. Finally, came 
the week of the battle of Antietam. | de- 
termined to wait no longer. The news 
came, | think on Wednesday, that the ad- 
vantage was on our side. I was then stay- 
ing at the ‘ Soldiers’ Home,’ (three miles out 
of Washington). “Here I finished writing 
the second draft of the preliminary Procla- 
mation ; came up on Saturday; called the 
Cabinet together to hear it, and it was pub- 
lished the following Monday. 

“It was a somewhat remarkable fact,” 
he continued, “ that there was just one hund- 
red days between the dates of the two 
Proclamations, issued upon the 22d of Sep- 
tember and the 1st of January. I had not 
made the calculation at the time.” 

At the final meeting on Saturday another 
interesting incident occurred in connection 
with Secretary Seward. The President 
had written the important part of the 
Preclamation in these words : 

“That on the first day of January in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hund- 
red and sixty-three, all persons held as 


| Slaves within any State or designated part of 


a State, the people whereof shall then be in 
rebellion against the United States, shall 
be then, thenceforward, and forever FREE ; 
and the Executive Government of the 
United States, including the military and 
naval authority thereof, will recognize the 
freedom of such persons, and will do no act 
oracts to repress such persons, or any of 
them, in any efforts they may make for 
their actual freedom.” “When I finished 
reading this paragraph,” resumed Mr 
Lincoln, “Mr. Seward stopped me, and 
said: “I think, Mr. President, that you 
should insert after the word ‘ recognize,’ in 
that sentence, the words ‘and maintain.’ 
I replied that I had already fully con- 
sidered the import of that expression in 
this connection, but I had not introduced it, 
because it was not my way to promise what 
I was not entirely swre that I could perform, 
and I was not prepared to say that I 
thought we were exactly able to “main- 
tain” this. 

“But,” said he, “Mr. Seward insisted 
that we ought to take this ground ; and the 
words finally went in!” 

Mr. Lincoln then proceeded to show me 
the various position’ occupied by himself 
and the different members of the cabinet on 
the occasion of the first meeting. “As 
nearly as I remember,” said he, “the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and the Secretary of 
War were here at my right hand -—-the oth- 
ers were grouped at the left.” 

From the first the President seemed much 
interested in my work, but as it progressed, 
his interest increased. I occupied for a 
studio the spacious “ state dining-room ” of 


nerof the mansion. He was in the habit 
of bringing many friends in to see what 
advance I was making from day to day, and 
Ihave known himto come by himself as 
many as three or four times in a single 
day. Itseemed a pleasant diversion to him 
to watch the gradual progress "of the work, 
and his suggestions, though sometimes 
quaint and homely, were almost invariably 
excellent. Seldom was he heard to allude 
to anythirg that might be construed into 
& personality in connection with any 
member of his Cabinet.. On one oc- 
casion, however, I remember, with a sly 
twinkle of the eye, he turned to a sena- 
torial friend whom he had brought in 
to see the picture, and said : “Mrs. Lin- 
coln calls Mr. Carpenter’s group, “ The 
Happy Family !” 

At the end of about six months’ incessant 
Jabor the picture drew near completion. 
The curiosity of the public to see it was so 
great that, by special permission of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lincoln, it was placed in the “ Bast 
Room,” and, for two days, thrown open 
for free exhibition. At the close of the 
second day, just previous to the canvas 
being taken down and rolled up, the Presi- 
dent came in to take, as he said, a “ farewell 
look at the picture.” He sat in front of it 
for some time, and I asked him if he had 
aught of criticism to make. He said he 
could suggest nothing whatever as to the 
portraiture—“the likenesses seemed to him 
absolutely perfect.” I then called his at- 
tention to the accessories of the picture, 
stating that thece had been selected from the 
objects in the Cabinet chamber with refer- 
ence solely to their bearing upon the sub- 
ject. “Yes,” said he, “I see the war maps, 
the portfolios, the slate map, and all; but 
the book in the corner, leaning against the 
chair-leg, you have changed the title of 
that, I see.” “ Yes,’ I replied, “at the last 
moment I learned that you frequently con- 
sulted,{during the period you were prepar- 
jeg the proclamation, Solicitor Whiting’s 
work on the ‘War Powers of the Presi- 
dent,’ so I simply changed the title of the 
book, leaving the old sheepskin binding, 
as it was.” “Now,” said he, “Whiting’s 
book is not a regular law-book. It is all 
very wel! that it should be there; but I 
would suggest that you change the charac- 
ter of the binding. It now looks like an old 
yelume of United §tates Statutes!” I 
thanked him for this criticism, and then 
said: “is there anything else that you 
would like changed?” “TI see nothing,” 
said he; “all else is perfectly satisfactory 
to me. In my jndgment, it is as good a 
piece of werk as the subject will admit of.” 
And then, in his simple-hearted, earnest way, 
he said to me: “and I am right glad you 
have done it!” 

In February last, a few days after the 
passage of the “Constitutional Amend- 
ment,” Iwas in Washington, and was re- 
ceived by Mr. Lincoln with the kindness 
and familiarity which had characterized 
our previous intercourse. I said to him one 
day that I was very proud to have been the 
artist to have first conceived of the design of 
painting a picture commemoratiye of the 
Act of Emancipation—that subsequent oc- 
currences had only confirmed my own first 
judgment of that act as the most sublime

I remember to have asked him, on one 
occasion, if there was not some opposition 
manifested on the part of several members 
of the Cabinet to the emancipation policy. 
He said, in reply: “Nothing more than I 
have stated to you. Mr. Blair thought we 
should lose the fall elections, and opposed 
it on that ground only.” Said I, “{ have 
understood that Secretary Smith was not in 
favor of your action. Mr. Blair told me 
that, when the meeting closed, he and the 
Secretary of the Interior went away to- 
gether, and that the latter told him, if 
the President carried .out that policy, he 
might count on losing Indiana, sure!” “He 
never said anything of the kind to me,” re- 
turned the President. “And how,” said I, 
“ does Mr. Blair feel about it now?” “Oh,” 
was the prompt reply, “ He proved right in 
regard to the fall elections, but he is 
catisfied that we have since gained more 
than we lost!” “I have been told,” said I, 
“that Indge Bates doubted the constitution- 
ality of the Proclamation.” “ He never ex- 
pressed such an opinion in my hearing,” re- 
plied Mr. Lincoln. “No member of the 
Cabinet ever dissented from the policy, in 
eny conyersation with me.” 

[here was one marked element of Mr. 
Lincoln’s character admirably expressed by 
the Hon. Schuyler Colfax, in his oration at 
Chicago upon his death: “ When his judg- 
ment, which acted slowly, but which was 
aimost as immovable as the eternal hills 
when settled, was grasping some subject of 
importance, the arguinents against his own 
desires seemed uppermost in his mind, and, 
in conversing upon it, he would present 
those arguments to see if they could be re- 
butted.” ° 

In illustration of this, I need only here 
recall the fact that the interview between 
himself and the .Chicago delegation of 
clergymen, appointed to ulge upon him the 
issue of a Proclamation,ef Emancipation, 
took place September 18, 1862, just about 
a month after the President had declared his 
established purpose to take this step at the 
cabinet meeting whittf Ihave described. 
He said to this committee+'“ I do not want 
to issue a document that the whole world 
will see must necessarily be inoperative, 
like the Pope’s bull against the comet!” 
After drawing out their yiews upon the 
subject, he concluded the/interview with 
these memorable words : 

“Do not misunderstand me, because I 
have mentioned these objections. They in- 
dicate the difficulties which have thus far 
prevented my action in e such way as 
you desire. Ihave ndt ided against a 
proclamation of liberty to\ the slaves, but 
hold the matter under advisement. And I 
can assure you that the subject is on my 
mind by day and night/more than any 
other. Whatever shal appear to be God's 
will I willdo! I true th¢st the freedom

In further illustration of this peculiarity 
of his mind, I will say here, to silence for 
ever the cavils of those who have asserted 
that he was forced by the pressure of public 
| opinion to nominate Mr. Chase as Judge 
Taney’s successor, that, notwithstanding his 
apparent hesitation upon this subject, and 
al] that was reported at the time in the 
newpapers as to the chances of the va- 
rious candidates, it isa fact well known 
to several of his most intimate friends 
that “there had never been a time dur- 
ing his Presidency, that, in the event of 
the death of Judge Taney, he had not fully 
intended and expected to nominate SALMON 
P, CuasE for Chief Justice!” These were 
his very words uttered in this connection |! 

Mr. Chase told me that at the cabinet 
meeting, immediately after the battle of 
Antietam, and just prior to the issue of the 
September proclamation, the Pres ident en- 
tered upon the business before them, by 
saying that “the time for the annunciation 
of the emancipation policy could no longer 
be delayed. Public sentiment,’"he thought, 
“would sustain it, many of his warmest 
friends and supporters demanded it—and he 
had promised his God that he would do it !” 
The last part of: this was uttered ina low 
tone, and appeared to be heard by no one 
but Secretary Chase, who was sitting near 
him. He asked the President if he cor- 
rectly understood him. Mr. Lincoln re- 
plied, “J made a solemn vow before God that, 
if Gen. Lee was driven back from Pennsyt- 
tanta, I would crown the result by the decla- 
ration of freedom to the slaves !” 


In concluding this article, it will perhaps 
be expected that I should take some notice 
ofan assertion made originally in an edi- 
torial article in The Independent, upon the 
withdrawal of Mr. Chase from the political 
canvass of 1864, and widely copied, in 
which it was stated that thg concluding 
paragraph of the proclamation was from 
the pen of Secretary Chase. One of Mr. 
Lincoln’s intimate friends (this incident 
was related tome by the gentleman him- 
self), who felt that there was an impropriety 
in this publication, at that time, for which 
Mr. Chase was in some degree responsible, 
went te see the President about it. “Oh,” 
said Mr. Lincoln, with his characteristic 
simplicity and freedom from all suspi-ion, 
“Mr. Chase had nothing to do with it, I 
think J mentioned the circumstance to Mr. 
Tilton, myself.” 

The facts in the case are these: While 
the measure was pending,’ Mr. Uhase sub- 
mitted to the President a draft of a procla- 
mation embodying his views upon the sub- 
ject, which closed with the appropriate and 
solemn words referred to: “ And upon this 
act, believed to be an‘act of justice warranted 
by the Constitution, I invoke the considerate 
judgment of mankind and the gracious favor 
of Almighty God !” 

Mr. Lincoln adopted this sentence intact, 
excepting that he inserted after the word

OUR NEXT FOURTH OF JULY. 


BY HORACE GREELEY. 


JuLy 4tn, 1861, was a day of hopeful 
though anxious expectation. Our National 
armies had crossed into Virginia, and were 
from all sides advancing, or about to ad- 
vance, cn the Rebel levies : in the West, they 
had already encourtered, both in Virginia 
and Missouri,"the foes of our Union, who 
had fled in dismay before them. Our rulers 
were resisting stubbornly the importunity 
of Governors, Mayors and functionaries of 
all degrees, fhat they might be allowed to 
raise or accept and send forward more regi- 
ments, more batteries, more force of every 
kind, so as to insure success beyond doubt 
in the impending struggle near Washing- 
ton. The Administration felt so sure of 
easy and conclusive victory that it grudged 
the cost at which others would have placed 
it beyond contingency ; and of the 75,000 
men within two days’ march of the Capital, 
but 35,000 were concentrated for the ad- 
yance upon and battle near Manassas 
which resulted in such utter and needless 
disaster. A joyous, proud, exulting Fourth 
was that of 1861—our last day of National 
festivity for many anxious months—ay, for 
years. ; 

July 4th, 1862, called us to a very differ- 
ent entertainment. Our grand army be- 
leaguering Richmond had been suddenly 
and strangely assailed, worsted, rolled up, 
driven off, and, abandoning its pre-estab- 
lished communications, had been driven to 
the bank of the James, where it was (we 
hoped) holding at bay the Rebel multitudes 
silently gathered from all quarters, and in- 
tent on its capture or destruction. The is- 
sue was still in doubt at our then latest ad- 
vices ; but these left the woeful chance of its 
complete discomfiture and consequent 
ruin at least equally probable with any 
other. A dark,a fearful day whereon to 
celebrate the anniversary of our National 
Independence was that of 1862. 

Nor was the opening of our next Fourth 
much less doleful and discouraging. True, 
Grant had at last achieved some considera- 
ble successes in Mississippi, but Vicksburg 
sternly defied his power, and Johnston with 
an army of very considerable though unas- 
certained strength was advancing to its de- 
liverance. Banks was besieging Port Hud- 
son, and no reason had been given to the 
public for expecting its speedy reduction. 
And in Virginia, Hooker’s vigorous ad- 
yance across the Rappahannock to 
Chancellorsville had been so signally 
foiled and baffled that he had 
recrossed with heavy loss in men, material, 
and prestige ; and the exulting Rebels had 
thereupon commenced a circuitous but de- 
termined advance which had brought them 
into Pennsylvania, where our main army, 
under an untried commander, had been 
struggling against them since the 1st, with 
heavy losses at the outset; with dubious 
fortunes afterward; so that it was general- 
ly and reasonably apprehended, over most 
of this broad land, when the bells rang out 
the opening of another Independence Day, 
that the Army of the Potomac had again 
been worsted—that another had been added 
to the days which tried the faith of Ameri- 
cans who loved their whole country and 
demanded Liberty for all her people. Be- 
fore noon, a guarded telegram from the 
President justified the joyful trust that our 
Amny had not been beaten ; but it was not 
yet known nor probable that Lee had ac- 
cepted the result as decisive and eom- 
menced his final retreat from the soil of the 
loyal states. Could we have known this on 
that day—and not this only, but that Pem- 
berton had that morning surrendered 
Vicksburg, with 23,000 men and 150 can- 
non, to Grant’s invincible army, while Port 
Hudson was preparing soon to follow the 
example, restoring to the Republic the ex- 
clusive control and free use of the mighty 





“Mississippi, with what different and more 


joyously grateful emotions would that day 
have been celebrated from Madowoska to 
San Francisco and from Lake Superior to 
New Orleans! 


Grant's determined, persistent advance 
from<the north of the Rappahannock to 
the south of the James had involved des- 
perate fighting and tremendous losses ; his 


fiasco at Fort Fisher, had diffused discour- 
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Another year passed, and gloom had 
again settled down on loyal faces and hearts. 


last struggles at Coal Harbor, in front of 
Petersburg, and especially the sanguinary 


agement and despondency through the land. 
He had failed to cut or clutch the Railroads 
stretching southward and southwestward 
from Richmond through Petersburg; while 
Sherman's gallant advance through North- 
ern Georgia had encountered bloody checks 
at Resaca and other difficult passes, and had 
not yet been rewarded by the fall of Atlanta. 
In the Shenandoah Valley, Sigel had been 
defeated, while Hunter, though successful, 
had reaped no fruits from his victory, being 
repulsed from before Lynchburg and forced 
to an erratic and wasteful retreat. No one 
can have fairly inferred,from our impar- 
tial survey of the situation on the 4th of 
July last, the annihilating triumphs that 
have since crowned the efforts of Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan, Canby, Wilson and 
their heroic armies. 

At length, the clouds have vanished from 
our National sky. Victory unquestioned 
and complete— Peace, which Wardly a 
highway robber ventures to rufile by pro- 
claiming himself a Confederate guerrilla— 
our Union restored and its authority ac- 
knowledged from the St. John tothe Rio 
Grande—Slavery so dead that no one even 
dreams of its resurrectior.—our soldiers re- 
turning by ten of thousands to the homes 
where their footsteps have been listened for 
so fervently and so long—Trade reviving ; 
Enterprise beckoning Industry to so many 
fields where Thrift issure to reward wise and 
manful endeavor—if ever a people had 
cause for signal Gratitude to God and for 
unprecedent rejoicings over perils sur- 
mounted and prospects brightened, then 
the loyal people of this country have rea- 
son for such Gratitude, such exultation to- 
day. Let us, then, resolve that the Fourth 
of July just before us shall be celebrated as 
no former birthday of the Republic ever 
was, and that our returning soldiers shall 
realize with us that the country they have 
loved and saved, the institutions they have 
rescued, the liberties they have diffused and 
perfected, are richly worth the precious 
blood shed in their defense, the sufferings 
and sacrifices which have insured their 
perpetuation. 








DR. KRUMMACHER ON THE AS- 
SASSINATION. 


OUR PRUSSIAN CORRESPONDENCE. 


BERLIN, May 5th, 1865. 
To THE EprTor oF THE INDEPENDENT : 

Tue thrilling intelligence of the assassin- 
ation of President Lincoln, that reached 
Berlin April the 26th, ,has deeply moved 
the whole city. Thé Legation of the 
United States was immediately draped in 
mourning, and-his majesty, the King of 
Prussia, the Prince and the Princess Royal, 
the embassadors from the various courts, 
the House of Representatives, and deputies 
from several corporative bodies hastened to 
testify their sympathy—each vieing with 
the other in doing honor to the memory of 
the President of a free people—chosen from 
the people. 

Less. than two weeks before had the Star 
Spangled Banner waved jubilantly from 
the windows of the Legation, proclaiming 
to the world of Berlin the glad tidings of a 
victory, at which the hearts of the op- 
pressed, the world over, could leap up with 
joyful hope. In the midst of rejoicings the 
blow fell. He, who was loved and trusted 
as never before was leader loved and trust- 
ed, had been taken from his people. He 
who, under God, had borne the nation safely 
through its conflict, and had reached the 
summit from whence he might behold the 
“promised land” had been bidden to as- 
cend still higher. Having received all that 
a grateful and loving people could bestow, 
only this still remained—to be crowned by 
his enemies with the glory of the martyr’s 
crown, and to hear the voice of his divine 
Master saying, “ Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant, enter thou into the joy of thy 
! Lord.” 

It had been resolved, at a meeting held by 
the Americans in Berlin, that religious serv- 
ices, in memory of Abraham Lincoln, 
should be held in the afternoon of Tuesdav, 
May 2. The Dorothean Church, a new 
church, and one of the most spacious and 
elegant in Berlin, had been generously 
placed at their disposal, the small chapel in 
which they are accustomed to hold relig- 
ious services being altogether too small for 
the occasion. i 

The day was perfect in its loveliness. 
The sudden bursting forth of spring, after a 
winter of unwonted séverity and duration, 
had brought such a transformation as, in 
its rapidity of working, is unknown in 
America. Yet, neither unclouded sunlight 
nor the unrivaled beauty of the spring- 
time covld quicken into gladness the 
hearts of the little band of Americans that, 
weighed down with grief, wept together in 
a foreign land, each feeling as if death had 
entered his own. household, and had torn 
from him, by the cruel hand of the assassin, 
a beloved father. ‘ 

The hour for the services had been fixed 
for 4 1-2 o’clock P. M., but long before the 
commencement the crowd had been gather- 
ing. Upon arriving at an early hour, not 
a place seemed vacant, save the few seats 
to the right of the middle aisle, that, with 
difficulty, had been reserved for the Diplo- 
matic Corps, and the one seat to the left 
reserved for the family of the American 
Minister at the court of Prussia. The Dip- 
lomatic Corps that, in compliment, had 
stood in waiting without, greeted our min- 
ister upon his arrival with earnest expres- 
sions of sympathy, and, immediately upon 
his entrance, they followed and took the 
seats reserved for them at his right 
Among the Diplomats I remarked Lord 
Napier, formerly Minister from England to 
the United States ; a statesman who has not 
only manifested special sympathy with our 
nation during this late terrible ordeal, but, 
in distinction from the greater part of his 
countrymen, has been ready, during our 
entire struggle, to extend the hand of fel- 
lowship, and to bid our country “God 
speed” in its great work. Scarcely were 





yon Boyen, adjutant to the King, and spe- 
cially deputed to represent the person of his 
majesty on the occasion, entered, followed 
shortly by Herr von Bismarck, the Prime 
Minfster of Prussia. Immediately behind 
the seat occupied by the American Minister, 
the Secretary of the Legation, and the fam- 
ily of the Minister, was seated a little 
group of Americans, wearing the habili- 
ments of mourning—truly a little group— 
three seats could contain them all. And 
yet, in that immense church, not one seat 
remained unoccupied, and the long aisles 
were filled with a multitude standing and 
pressing closely each against the other, and 
@ crowd, greater than the crowd within the 
church, had been obliged to leave, having 
in vain sought to find admission. In the 
midst of our grief there was a feeling akin 
to gratification in this heartfelt and sponta- 
neous tribute offered by a foreign people to 
the memory of our beloved President. 
Kings and princes doing honor to the lowly 
man, now, in his martyrdom, standing 
higher than the highest among them; na- 
tions vieing with each other in tributes to 
his memory; and the people everywhere 
lovingly shrining him in their hearts, and 
reverently doing homage to the true great- 
ness of his life. Strange sight! “How 
hath the Lord exalted the lowly and put 
down them of high degree!” 

The somber drapings within the church 
bespoke the solemn occasion that had 
drawn together the vast assembly. Above 
the desk, and on either side, floated the 
“ star spangled banner,” hung with black— 
black covered the surroundings of the al- 
tar—it shrouded the altar itself, and draped 
with mourning the gallery and the 
desk. 

The serwices were opened with music, 
and as the tones of the organ, accompanied 
by the renowned choir from the royal ca- 
thedral, swelled through the church, the 
whole congregation joined in singing the 
grand old German hymn, 

“Jesus, ist mein guversicht.” 


The Rey. Dr. Tappan, of New York, then 
read the sublime words of the Forty-sixth 
Psalm, “God is our refuge and strength, a 
very pleasant help in trouble.” Prayer fol- 
lowed, and then from the choir a requiem 
for the dead : . 


“Sei getren bis in den Yod.” 


As the requiem ceased, from the desk came 
the impressive admonition, “ Be still, and 
know that 1am God!” It came asa voice 
speaking to us from the silent house of 
death ; and, as we listened to the Rev. 
speaker, that voice seemed sounding down 
through all the history of the long ages of 
the past, and above the din and the whirl- 
wind of contending nations as they went 
marching on to the fulfillment of the Lord’s 
sovereign purposes. 

Dr. Tappan was followed by the distin- 

guished Dr. Krummacher, court-preacher 
Fs Pottsdam, a clergyman who, through his 
“writings, is well-known and well-loved in 
America. The author of “ Elijah the Tish- 
bite,” with his great heart in sympathy with 
Him who died for humanity, has likewise a 
heart in sympathy with a nation struggling 
in behalf of that same humanity. : 

Like a very Boanerges he poured forth 
his righteous indignation against a system 
which could generate deeds such as have 
been wrought by the rebels during their 
four years of warfare. His words came 
gushing forth like a torrent, that would fain 
tear away every remnant of that hideous 
system that debases man into a chattel, and 
transforms the human heart into the heart 
of a wild beast. Nor did the speaker fail 
to recognize that divine head that chastens 
in love, and that beneficent Providence 
that has brought four millions of slaves out 
from the land of bondage, that has guided 
our nation on through its terrible struggle, 
across that red sea of blood, through which 
it must needs pass, through all those bitter 
experiences in “the Wilderness,” and now, 
when it has triumphed over its enemies, its 
leader is permitted but to view the “ prom- 
ised land”—a land that, as in a vision, he 
had seen, and of which he had prophesied, 
long years before,a land from North to 
South, from East to West, united and free. 
Wherefore this mysterious Providence? Is 
it that one, possessing the strong and the 
stern hand of a Joghua, “may go in and 
possess the land?” Is the voice of the 
‘Lord to be now heard, as of old, saying 
“Thou shalt make no covenant with them 
nor show mercy unto them ?” 

The remarks of Dr. Krummacher were 
followed by another requiem for the 
dead. 

Remarks and the benediction from Kev. 
Dr. Vater, of Berlin, closed the services. 
The vast assembly then dispersed, and the 
solemn ceremonies in memory of the la- 
mented dead were over. 

Never has Berlin—never has Europe— 
been so deeply stirred by the death of mon- 
arch or statesman. The blow that removed 
Presicent Lincoln from the midst of. his 
people was a blow at which the whole 
world shuddered -and recoiled. Every 
item of intelligence pertaining to his life— 
to its wonderful development and to the 
cause of hyman rights, which he so nobly 
represented, sealing his testimony thereto 
with his blood, have been grasped after, 
and read with avidity. 

Truly wonderful are the ways of Provi- 
dence! how in his death, that seemed so 
dark, so mysterious, his life enlightens the 
world! With a like avidity the people 
fairly devour the wonderful history of An- 
drew Johnson, and questions will arise that 
will not go unanswered. Our land becomes 
to them in very deed the long-sought Hes- 
perus. The golden apples are there, and 
they look thither with eager, straining eyes ; 
but, better than all, no manin that goodly 
land may say to his féllow-man : * Thus far 
shalt thou go, but no further.”
